Berlin, November 18.—An incident 
which is likely to entail grave con- 
sequences is reported from French 
sources at Leipzig. The reichswehr 
arrested two French and Belgian of- 
ficers of the inter-allied control com- 
mission who were motoring from 
Dresden to Leipzig and held them for 
several hours until orders had been 
received from their superior officers 
to release them. 

The liberated officers then went 
to a hotel in Leipzig where at 2 
o'clock this morning four members 
of the reichswehr invaded their bed 
rooms and declared they again were 
under arrest. The ceichswenr took 
the officers to the guard *oom, where 
they were detained until 9 o’clock 
this morning.

AMBASSADORS MAY 
SOLVE PROBLEM TODAY 

Paris, November 18.—(By Associat- 
ed Press.)—France will insist that 
the reich government yield on the 
question of providing protection for 
the inter-allied mission of military 
control in Germany, and with the 
French government committed, 
through the public utterances of its 
premier, to a policy entailing new 
penalties, and England authoritative- 
ly reported to be as unalterably op- 
posed to any new penalties, the Am- 
bassadors’ council, which will meet 
at 11 o'clock tomorrow, is likely to 
prove the most momentous in the his- 
tory of that body. 

In spite of the threatening outlook, 
however, the feeling in political cir- 
cles has become rarher more optimis- 
tic and reports are current that an 
eleventh hour compromise may be 
reached. 

Hope to Avoid Rupture. 

There is a distinct disposition both 
in political circles and the press to 
minimize the importance of the two 
questions coming up for solution be- 
fore the ambassadors tomorrow. Tlie 
relatively trifling importance of these 
two problems is contrasted with the 
consequences entail¢d in a break be- 
tween France and Great Britain and 
it is pointed out that affairs of a 
more serious nature have been settled 
without a rupture. It can be authori- 
tatively said that the two countries 
tonight are standing by their ~os:- 
tions, for and against penalties, and 
it is difficult to see how a break can 
be avoided on the question of mi'i- 
tary control.

BERLIN APPROVES 
MUSSOLINI SPEECH 

Berlin, November 18.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—A semi-official 
statement regarding the speech of 
Signor Mussolini, premier of Italy, 
in the Italian senate last Friday, in 
which Mussolini declared his country 
was against any further penalties be- 
ing exacted. against Gerinamy, says 
the speech must be greeted with the 
utmost satisfaction in Germany, par- 
ticularly because of the determined 
manner in which Mussolini spoke 
against interference with German in- 
ternal affairs. 

The statement says Mussolini's 
reparations program agrees in_ its 
main points with the German govern- 
ment’s plan but that fulfil'ment must 
remain completely ineffective while 
important German sources of produc- 
tion are withheld from the disposal 
of the German government. 

Mussolini, the statement says, 
urges that evacuation of the Ruhr 
as soon as her demands for guaran- 
tees and penalties are fulfilled. The 
German government, it adds, fre- 
quently has explained its standpoint 
in this respect. It always has been 
ready to give pledges for securities 
and it is especially resolved to place 
the entire strength of German econo- 
mic life as a productive pledge at the 
service of the allies in every solution 
of the reparations problem which 
guarantees German independence as a 
state and her future economic life. 
CROWN PRINCE HAS 
FEW VISITORS REPORT. 

Oels, Silecia, Nov. 19.— (By the 
Associated Press)—Visitors to the 
castle since the return of the former 
crown prince have been few and far 
between. Apparently Frederick 
William has willed it so, and his wish- 
es are law these days at the castle.

The court also holds that the in- 
come tax is not a property tax, but 
a business tax, and that the legisia- 
ture can classify subjects for the 
purpose of levying the tax and to tax 
some subjects and to exempt others 
from the tax. Mayor vs. Hartridge 
S Ga. 23; Waring vs. Savannah 60 
Ga. 100; Mutual Reserve Association 
vs, Augusta 109 Ga. 73. Persons can 
be classified for the purpose of levy- 
ing the income tax, as single persons, 
married persons, and persons having 
dependents, err.. 

“If an income tax be levied upon 
all single persons resident in the 
State, and all such persons be allowed 
an exemption of $1,000 of net in- 
come, there can be no discrimination 
between members of the class al- 
though by reason of such exemption 
some persons not having a net in- 
come above the amount of the exemp- 
tion, would pay no tax. One per- 
son might pay the tax one year and 
be exempt the next, and vice versa. In 
like manner the rate may be graduat- 
ed provided the same scale of rates 
be applied to the incomes of all the 
persons of the class, although the 
incomes of some persons may fail to 
reach the higher rates of the scale. 
But there can be no discrimination, 
for incomes of the same amount pay 
the same rate of tax. 

“The proposed bil] is what is known 
as the Model State Income Tax Act 
drafted by the National Tax associa- 
tion, as modified by the experiences 
of New York and North Carolina. It 
is the, North Carolina law. The rates 
as fixed in the bill on net incomes 
after deducting exemptions allowed 
are as follows: On excess over amount 
exempted up to $2,500, one per centr; 
on excess above $2,500 and up to 
$5,000, one and one-half per cent: on 
excess above $5,000 and up to $7,500, 
two per cent; on excess above $7,500 
and up to $10,000, two and one-half 
per cent; on excess above $10,000, 
three per cent. Exemptions of $1,000 
for single persons, $2,000 for married 
persons and $300 for each dependent 
are provided. 

“A flat rate or three per cent on 
the net incomes of corporations is 
levied. Foreign persons and corpora. 
tions doing business in the state, wil] 
be taxed on incomes from business 
done in the state. 

“Code Section 915 will be amended 
so as to reduce the ad valorem tax 
for state purposey from 5 mills to 
2 1-2 mills. This can be done by an 
act of the legislature, but it would 
take a constitutional amendment to 
increase the rate above 5 mills. 

“There is now no limitation in the 
constitution as to the rate which may 
be levied by the legislature on either 
net or gross incomes. Only a sinall 
per cent of the people of the state will 
ever pay an income tax. Limitations 
in a constitution are for the purpose 
of protecting the minority against 
the majority, and the legislature 
should refer an amendment to the 
people for the purpose of limiting the 
rate to a reasonable amount as rec- 
ommended by the tax commission 
which was five per cent. 

“Another amendment to the consti- 
tution is needed to provide for the 
segregation of property for the pur- 
poses of taxation, so that the source 
of income of the state could be sepa- 
rated from loca] taxation.

If they have 
to be spanked then, it is certain 
they were not spanked enough ve- 
fore 16 

“Furthermore, it is impossible for 
any law to say just whz. a spanking 
turns into a beating. As long as a 
girl is under 16 the father must be 
proved wrong before ke can be con- 
victed for beating his child. After 
16, the burden of proof rests en daddy 
to prove that he was right.’ 

Between spanking an erring daugh- 
ter, and beating a daughter who dif- 
fers politically. there ‘s thus a vast 
gulf, in the eyes oi tae law. 

Most fathers, however firm in their 
politics, would balk at th: added 
risk, 

Thus, it. would appear that the 
young women of America may go te 
the polls, both in the primaries and 
in the final election, and yote with- 
out fear or favor, calm in the con- 
fidence that they will in ali proba- 
bility not be spanked.

“The federal government and con- 
gress possess no powers except such 
as have been delegated to it by the 
states under the federal constitution. 
But the 10th amendment to the federal 
constitution reads: “The powers not 
delegated to the United States by the 
constitution, uor prohibited by it to 
the states, are reserved to the states 
respectively, or to the people.’ The 
people of Georgia are soverign and 
supreme except as limited by the pow- 
ers delegated to the federal govern- 
ment by the federal constitution, and 
such constitution does not prohibit 
Georgia from levying an ipcome tax. 
“Paragraph 22, section 7, article 3 
of the Georgia Constitution of 1877 
reads: “Ihe general assembly shall 
have power to make all laws and ordi- 
nances consistent with this constitu- 
tion, and not repugnant to the con- 
stitution of the United States, which 
they shall deem necessary and proper 
for the welfare of the state.’ 

“The Georgia suyweme coart says: 
*‘The federal congress differs from the 
general assembly of the state in this: 
The former has no power except that 
which #s specifically or py necessary 
implication conferred by the federal 
constitution, while the latter has full 
power to make.laws except where 
that power is limited by the state or. 
the federal constitution.’ 42 Ga. Re». 
page 517; ‘also: “The legislature is 
absolutely unlimited so long as it does 
not undertake to conduct measures 
prohibited by the state or federal con- 
stitution.’ 103 Ga. Rep. page 694. 
Also, “The General Assembly of Geor- 
gia has the same power as the British 
parliament so. long as it acts within 
the sphere prescribed for it by the 
Georgia constitution.’ 16 Ga. 
page 102. 

“The Georgia constitution does not 
prescribe what subjects shall be the 
subjects of taxation except property 
and a poll tax, and the taxation of 
all other subjects is left to the dis- 
eretion of the general assembly. The 
general tax act of the state contains 
no tax mentioned in the constitution 
except the poll tax, of the many 
subjects therein taxed, and among 
these are two income taxes, to-wit: the 
tax on the gross premiums of in- 
surance companies and .the tax on 
the gross receipts from sales of soda 
water syrups, which are both gross 
income taxes.

5. COURT SHOULD 
REVISE SYSTEM 


Chicago, November 18.—A sugges- 
tion that the United States supreme 
court decline to hold unconst:tutional 
acts of congress whenever scveral of 
the justices conclude they are valid, 
was made by John H. Clarke, former 
associate justice of the tribunal, in an 
article published today by the Ameri- 
can Bar Association Journal. 

“It is no new suggestion that if the 
court would give real and sympathet- 
ic effect to an old rule by declining to 
hold a statute unconstitutional when- 
ever several of the justices conclude 
it is valid—by conceding that two or 
more being of such opinion in any 
case must necessarily raise a ‘ration- 
al doubt’—and em would be made of 
five to four constitutional decisions 
and great benefit would result to 
our country and to the court. 

To voluntarily impose upon itself 
such a restraint as this would add 
greatly to the confidence of the people 
in the court and would very certainly 
increase its power for high services 
to the country.” 

Former Justice Clarke expressed 
opposition to any scheme congress 
might impose to restrict the power of 
the supreme court. He expressed the 
belief that the peop= placed greater

must be enacted before they will con- 
sent to abolition of the tax eyualiza- 
tion machinery. 

The *#neral tax act failed to pass 
the senate, because of disagreement 
on several clauses involving increases 
in the rate on insurance premiums 
and on bank property. House com- 
mittee amendments to these sections 
were carried by the house this time 
and it is hoped that the two legisla- 
tive bodies will now be able to agree 
on the various itemis in the ball, al- 
though it is freely predicted that new 
amendments adopted by the house 
last week will bring new opposition 
in the senate. 

Income Tax Measures. 

When the house begins its week’s 
business at 11 o’clock Monday morn- 
ing, in all probability it will get 
down to consideration at once of some 
one of the various income tax meas- 
ures awaiting its consideration. In 
addition to the Lankford bill, there 
is a measure ready for action known 
as the committee bill. I1t was intro- 
duced by W. R. Jones, of Meriwether 
county, chairman of the committee on 
constitutional amendments, and is un- 
derstood to represent the idea not only 
of a majority of that committee but 
also of the tax commission which held 
hearings on the subject during the 
late summer months. 

This bill does not go into any de- 
tail as to the provisions of an income 
tax or its enforcement, simply pro- 
viding that the state shall be empow- 
ered to levy an income tax not to ex- 
ceed 5 per cent. It is a constitutional 
amendment. 

Another bill embodying an income 
tax which may come up shortly is 
house bill No, 36, introduced by Rep- 
resentative Bussey, of Crisp. 

Then there is a measure, known 
as a companion bill to the commit- 
tee income tax measure, which pro-

for tax purposes and different rates 
of taxation put upon different classes 
or property. 

lt is expected that a strong effort 
to wipe out ad valorem taxation for 
state purposes will be made during 
the week. There is a steadily grow- 
ing sentiment in favor of this plan. 
Should it win, it will mean that the 
income tax measure, special and occu- 
pation taxes, taxes provided under 
the general tax act, and all other 
forms of taxation now in the statutes, 
will have to provide the state’s reve- 
nues. It probably would mean also 
the passage of bills to strengthen the 
epforcement laws for tax collection, 
for a state auditing department, a 
stronger state budget system and cre- 
ation of a revenue department, tu 
handle the collection of delinquent 
taxes. 

Advocates of this plan poimt out 
that the abolition of ad valorem taxes 


the tax equalizatiou 
system, regardless of passage of the 
repeal bill, and also would end any 
necessity for a classification of prop- 
erty for state taxing purposes, inas- 
much as no taxes “would be - levied 
against property except to care for 
bonded indebtedness. 

It would result also, it is said, in 
differentiative state and county taxes. 
County taxes admittedly bear’ the 
lieaviest portion of the ad valorem 
burden and, it is believed, if property 
was left for county and municipal 
taxation exclusively, that taxpayers 
of the state would learn quickly that 
their heaviest burden is not from the 
state, but from local authorities. Such 
an understanding, it is argued, would 
result eventually in limitation of the 
county tax rates and thus bring real 
relief to land owners who are now 
carrying an excessive proportion of 
the tax burden. 

SAYS FARMERS CONTROL 
GCEORGIA LEGISLATURK&. 

Athens, Ga., November 18.—(Spe- 
cial.) —Georgia’s “invisible govern- 
ment,” as far as house of _repre- 
sentatives is concerned, is the “down- 
trodden farmer,” according to W. G. 
Sutlive, Chatham county legislator 
and managing editor of The Savan- 
nah Press. 

Fear that he will do something that 
might offend the farmer prevents 
many a legislator from voting for 
laws that would help promote the 
state’s interest, he said. 

Mr. Sutlive spent the week-end in 
the guest of his daughter, 
Miss Josephine Sutlive, student at the 
State Norma] school. 

Says Nerve Is Lacking. 

In discussing the chances of the 
special session of the legislature 
adopting tax reform measures, Mr, 
Sutlive declared that the state is suf- 
fering from lack of men with nerve 
enough to vote for constructive. tax 
measures and face their constituents 
and say: “We have raised you taxes 
for the best interests of the state. 
Now what are you going to do about 
it?’ 

Mr. Sutlive said that every day 
speeches are made on what the “poor 
furmers will have to suffer if the 
taxes are increased.” Not having farm- 
ers in his constituency, Mr. Sutlive 
said he didn’t know whether farmers 
were any more antugonistic to taxes 
than any other individuals, but he 
does know that most legislators are 
afraid to vote for constructive tax 
measures for fear of being turned 
down at the next election. 

Blames Politics. 

In addition to the “invisible govern- 
ment” referred to, Mr. Sutlive said, 
politics also prevent constructive 
work. “Nearly everybody is running 
for something. Senators are prepar- 
ing to return next year as representa- 
tives and the latter seek senatorial 
seats while by no means small groups 
would not refuse the gubernatorial 
nomination, if an eager populace 
should thrust it upon any one of 
them. 

Mr. Sutlive states that the incoming 
week will prove the crucial period of 
the special session. “If we do anything 
it will be done next week,” he said 
There is a chance of the Langford 
income tax measure being favorably 
reported out of the eommittee on 
constitutional amendments to which 
he helongs” .Mr Sutlinve said. “The 
senate has already passed this bill. 
The house, however, has repealed the 
tax equalization law while there is 
very little chance of the senate follow- 
ing suite. In this respect the legisla- 
ture stands where it was when the 
regular session ended last summer,’ 
he said. 

Mr. Sutlive is one of the state’s 
best newspaper men. He is the im- 
mediate past president of the Georgia 
Press association.

SCIENTIFIC NEGLECT. 
The great antiseptic era of modern 
medicine and surgery terminated 
about 20 years ago. The end of the 


‘antiseptic era was the beginning of 
the present aseptic era. 


Sepsis means poisoning of the sys- 


tem by disease producing germs; anti- | 
sepsis means the attempt to prevent 
sepsis by means of agents or condi-| 
tions which discourage the multiplica- | 
tion or growth of such germs in the | 


system. Asepsis means the exclusion 
of such germs from the wound and 
the system. 

It requires some knowledge and a 
certain degree of technical skill to 
insure an aseptic environment, It is 
the ideal environment for all healing 
processes, from the simplest cut or 
scratch to the gravest wound or ul- 
cer, The aseptic era nas erought 
about achievements which were 
scarcely possible in the antiseptic era 
of survery. And the aseptic era has 
revolutionized sanitary practice in 
communities where the aseptic era 
has arrived. There are still many 
communities back in the antiseptic 
era of sanitary practice and a few 
away back in the dark ages of shot- 
gun quarantine and pesthouse iso!a- 
tion. 

In every community there are 
plenty of households where the most 
extravagant and futile 
precautions” or rites are 
such as putting smelly chemicals into 
the water to scrub thé floors, or burn- 
ing noisome stuff in a room to “puri- 
fy”’ or “fumigate” the environment. 

It calls for a modicum of knowledge 
to gain the great advantage of asep- 
sis. A child who has not been de- 
ceived will not be afraid of the dark. 
Only the ignorant are superstitious. 
The treatment meted to persons with 
leprosy in various parts of America 
and to victims of smallpox in many 
backward towns is due to panic. 

Hands off—that is the first prin- 
ciple of scientific neglect which is the 
most efficient method of treating 
wounds. Don’t tonch. How difficult 
this simple injunction is to obey every 
doctor who has attempted first aid 
knows. The patient or a bystander 
is sure to disobey unless watched 
every instant until the wound is so 
dressed as to prevent easy access, 
Keeping a wound from contamination 
is like trying to keep a child from 
enting candy.

T, Q. Ashburn, chief of the Inland 
and Coastwise Waterways’ service of 
the war department, in his annual 
report to the secretary of war, made 
publie today. i 

As a means of achieving this pur- 
pose, Col. Ashburn offered a plan by 
which the existing waterways’ ser- 
vice would be continued by a corpora- 
tion to be created by congress and 
given powers to promote, encourage 
and develop water transportation and 
“to foster and preserve in full vigor 
both rail and water transportation. 

“The plan recommended,” Col. Ash- 
burn said, “could be put into effect 
without annual congressional appro-

Colonel Ashburn describes losses on 
the Warrior barge line operation «s 
“staggering,” adding that the line had 
been handicapped by suitable equip- 
ment and also by freight reductions 
made by competing railroads on the 
principal commodities handled by the 
barge line. Concerning these reduc- 
tions, he said there was “no reason 
why they should have been’ made 
except to stifle the Warrior barge 
line.” and he added: 

“With proper equipment and fair 
divisions (of traffic with the rail- 
roads) the case of the Warrier offers 
fair opportunities for demonstrating 
that it is as well as the Mississipm 
can be made self-supporting.” 

The report finds that five essential 
elements to successful barge operation 
on the upper Mississippi river are 
lacking at present and that “re-es- 
tablishment of water-borne commerce 
on the upper Mississippi offers the 
same—in many respects, greater—dif- 
ficulties than the lower river problem. 


PLAN TO ADOPT 
WATERWAYS PROGRAM. 

Memphis, Tenn,

assure the completion, for navigation 
purposes, of improvement projects on 
the Mississippi, Ohio, Illinois and 
Missouri rivers is the announced prin- 
cipal object of two-day convention of 
the Mississippi Valley association 
which will open in this city next 
Thursday. Waterway imyrovement 
advocates throughout the valley and 
members of congress from various 
states will participate in the conven- 
tion. 

The concrete aims of the Mis- 
sissippi Valley association which will 
find expression at the convention are 
outlined by James E. Smith, of St. 
Louis, presifent, as follows: 

Ask $60,000,000. 

“Appropriation of at least &60.- 
000,000 in the next rivers and harbors 
bill, in congress, with $2,000,000 for 
the Missouri, $2.000,000 for the upper 
Mississippi, $2,000,000 for the Mis: 
sissippi between Cairo and St. Louis 
and $5,000,000 for the Ohio river. 

“The introduction and passage by 
congress of a special appropriation 
bi. putting the Ohio, the entire Mis- 
sissippi, the Missouri and Tlinots 
rivers on a continuing contract basis, 
and appropriating in a lump sum 
sufficient amount to complete all 
projects within the earliest possible 
time and not, in any instance, later 
than five years hence. 

“Placing the Mississippi barge line 
service on a proper business basis hy 
the introduction and passage of lecis- 
lation that will provide at least $5,- 
000,000 for new equipment and ter- 
ninal improvements and an adequate 
sum for operating eapital.

Athens, Ga., November 18.—(Spe- 
cial.)——Forty-five hatcheries with a 
capacity of 532,300 eggs are now in 
operation in the state aceording to a 
statement by J. H. Wood, professor 
of poultry husbandry at the State 
College of Agriculture. This repre- 
sents an increase of more than 340, 
000 over last year; and indicates some 
of the progress made under the new 
agricultu program throughout the 
state. 

“More than $40,000,000 worth of 
poultry products were consumed in 
the state last year,” stated Professor 
Wood, “and less than half this 
amount was produced here. While 
the value of poultry and eggs pro 
duced in Georgia increased more than 
$1,500,000 this year we are still im- 
porting about $19,500,000 worth. Ac- 
cording to statistics available, 2,491 
cars of poultry products were ship- 
ped into the state during the past 


ear. : 
4 “While the incubator capacity is 
over a half million, this can only 
supply seven chicks to every farm in 
the state. Conditions in Georgia are 
well suited to poultry raising, and 
there is no reason why we can not 
supply not only our own needs, but 
raise a surplus for outside markets. 

Professor Wood also stated that 
forty-two county poultry associations 
were functioning, and that more than 
thirty had asked for assistance from 
the college in organization. :

Athens, Ga., November 18.—(Spe- 


cial.}\—That the dairy industry has; 


made rapid strides’ in the state dur- 
ing the past year is evident from fe- 
ports of the officials of the State 
College of Agriculture in charge of 
this work, made publie here. 

The report shows that . whereas 
there were only three creameries in 
operation in 1920, there are now 16 
producing butter daily and five are 
under construction. The yearly output 
now is said to exceed $70U,000 in 
value, as against less than $10,080 
two years ago, a gain of $690,000 in 
less than three years. 

Equally remarkable is the report 
of activities in cheese production, 
there being seven factories in opera- 
tion now, and two to start manufac- 
ture at an early date, according to 
statements of officials.

What Is Faith? “ 
Accepted Beliet 
Held Antiquated 


Macon, Ga., November 19.—(Spe- 
cial.) —"‘People needs must get rid of 
the old idea that faith is that whicn 
enables them to believe sumething 
which does not commend jtself to tie 
reason,” Dr, Henry Fox, professor of 
science of Mercer University, told 
the student body in a recent address 
here on “Fact and Theory in Science.” 

“One of the criticisms advaneed 
against science by people of narrow 
outlook and limited spyritual expert- 
enee is that science is an enemy of 
faith,” he said, “that it tends to un- 
dermine and destroy that quality of 
human nature which we call spiritu- 
ality. I have been inclined te suspect 
that spirituality is that quality which 
makes it possible for us to appreciate 
and to beinfluenced by ideals. Spirit- 
uality expresses itself jin love for 
that which we recognize as highest 
and best. 

“Science is theory tested by and in 
conformity with the generally accept- 
ed facts of human experience,” he cou- 
tinued. “So long as q theory -s neces- 
sary to make intelligible a body of 
facts and so long as it is scientific, 
no matter whether it is false or true. 
The only test we have as to the re- 
liabiliy of a theory is whether it is 
capable of being applied in practice 
and experience. 

“Tf I told you that by the simple 
act of not believing in its existenc? 
you can be cured of any disease you 
probably would be skeptical of my 
claims. This theory is not frequently 
enough confirmed in experience to 
command our unqualified confidence.” 

Dr. Fox said that it ig a common 
impression that there is’ no place 
where imagination is more out of 
place than within the realm of science, 
but that this is erroneous and is a 
misconception of the mature of 
science. .

COTTON BELT USING 
MORE WEEVIL KILLER 


Washington, Noverger 18.—More 
systematic use of calcium arsenate 
poison by cotten growers in combat- 
ting the boll weevil and other insects 
is shown in reports to the epartment 
of Agriculture from the crop corre- 
spondents. 

The figures show that apnroximate- 
ly 10 per cent of the cotton acreage 
this year was treated with the poison. 
In some localities six or more appli- 
cations were made during the season. 

In South Carolina and Georgia, 
where the boll weevil has heen most 
destructive, between 36 and 38 per 
cent of the cotton area was treated. 
[In Florida the poison was applied to 
15 per cent of the acreage, and in 
Arksnsas 14 per cent. 

The smallest relative use of the 
poison was in states that have been 
longest infected, or that because of 
climatic conditions are relatively less 
subject to boll weevil damage. In 
Texas only 2.5 per cent of the acre- 
age was poisoned. and in Oklahoma 
only one half of 1 per cent. Missis- 
sippl poiscned 5 per cent: Alabama 
7 per cent and Louisiana & per cent. 
North Carolina, which has suffered 
relatively little from the weevil he- 
eause of only recent invasion, pois- 
oned 8 per cent of the acreage, and 
Tennessee 10 per cent.
